To  Synod  of  Missouri  A,  of  the  Presbyterian  Church, 

U.  S,  A.: 

Dear  Brethren  :  Missouri  Valley  College  has  been 
in  existence  since  1889.  It  was  founded  by  the  co-op- 
eration of  the  Synods  of  Missouri  and  Kansas  of  the 
Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church.  It  has  been  main- 
tained by  these  Synods  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
Church  and  the  public.  The  territory  comprised  in 
these  synods  is  as  follows : 

In  the  Synod  of  Missouri,  the  State  of  Missouri; 
in  the  Synod  of  Kansas,  the  States  of  Kansas,  Ne- 
braska and  Colorado.  According  to  the  terms  of  union 
between  the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  A.,  and  the 
Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church,  this  valuable  prop- 
erty, with  its  grounds,  buildings,  endowment,  influence 
and  good  will,  is  now  the  property  of  the  united 
Church.  (See  "Joint  Report  of  Union,"  Concurrent 
Declaration  No.  6,  Minutes  of  the  General  Assembly, 
1904,  page  138.)  Moreover,  it  was  provided  in  the 
"Joint  Report  on  Reunion  and  Union"  of  1906,  that  a 
solemn  declaration  should  be  made  bv  the  Moderator 
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of  our  two  Assemblies  and  the  same  was  made  in  the 
following  words:  "I  do  hereby  solemnly  declare  and 
publicly  announce  that  the  basis  of  reunion  and  union 
is  now  in  full  force  and  effect/' 

At  the  regular  meetings  of  the  synods  of  Missouri 
and  Kansas  of  the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church 
in  1905,  the  following  identical  resolution  was  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  approaching  union  of 
the  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church  and  the  Pres- 
byterian Church  in  the  United  States  of  America,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Missouri  Valley  College  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  instructed,  directed,  authorized  and 
empowered  to  take  all  necessary  and  proper  steps  and 
adopt  all  necessary  and  proper  measures,  as  they  may 
be  advised,  to  secure  the  title  of  the  college,  together 
with  the  title  of  its  endowment  and  all  its  other  prop- 
erty, real  personal  and  mixed,  to  the  united  church, 
and  also  to  secure  all  its  rights,  immunities,  privileges 
and  franchises,  in  its  relation  to  the  united  church,  so 
that  the  institution  shall  preserve  its  integrity  and  main- 
tain its  policy  with  the  right  and  freedom  to  modify  and 
formulate  its  policies  as  to  it  shall  seem  proper  and 
necessary  for  the  best  interests  of  the  institution  and 
the  church  under  the  varying  vicissitudes  of  the  future. 
— Minutes  of  Synod  of  Missouri  Cumberland  Presby- 
terian Church,  p.  35. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  your  synod  has 
a  vital  interest  in  Missouri  Valley  College,  inasmuch 
as  your  reverend  body  occupies  territory  comprised 
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either  in  the  synod  of  Missouri  or  the  Synod  of  Kan- 
sas of  the  former  Cumberland  Presbyterian  Church. 
When  the  synods  shall  come  together  in  their  final 
form  in  1907,  the  Board  of  Trustees  will  have  some 
recommendations  to  submit  as  to  the  future  relations 
and  control  of  Missouri  Valley  College ;  as  it  is  recog- 
nized that  in  Kansas,  Nebraska  and  Colorado  there 
are  other  Presbyterian  colleges  which  have  a  claim 
upon  your  fostering  care.  In  Missouri  it  is  the  sole 
institution  of  learning  owned  outright  by  the  synod. 
It  is  with  pardonable  pride  that  we  present  you  with  a 
report  which  shows  a  growing  college,  with  a  sub- 
stantial equipment  in  grounds,  buildings,  furnishings, 
apparatus  and  endowment;  with  a  good  standing 
among  colleges  and  a  fair  patronage ;  with  a  clean  rec- 
ord and  no  debts.  It  is  one  of  our  charter  obligations 
to  keep  out  of  debt.  We  rejoice  that  we  can  speak 
so  comfortingly  to  the  new  constituency  which  the 
union  of  the  churches  brings  to  the  college.  This 
institution  is  not  a  liability  but  an  asset  to  the  united 
church. 

DESCRIPTION. 

The  campus  has  forty  acres  of  land  "beautiful  for 
situation,"  well  set  with  blue  grass,  having  twelve  hun- 
dred shade  trees  of  many  kinds,  plenty  of  open  area 
well  laid  out  in  athletic  grounds  for  baseball,  football, 
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basketball,  tennis,  lacrosse,  running  track,  etc.  On  the 
Quadrangle  are  four  modern  brick  buildings.  The 
main  building  is  145  feet  long  by  134  feet  deep  and 
has  three  floors.  There  are  50  rooms  of  various  sizes 
devoted  to  lectures,  recitations,  laboratories,  museums, 
and  so  forth.  Birckhead  Dormitory  is  61  by  35  feet, 
has  four  floors,  and  contains  31  rooms.  It  is  mainly 
for  young  preachers,  but  other  boys  are  admitted. 
Stewart  Chapel  is  126  by  66  feet.  The  auditorium 
will  seat  over  a  thousand  people.  The  stage  is  large. 
The  stage  balcony  has  our  Johnson  pipe  organ.  Be- 
sides the  chapel  proper  with  its  ample  accommodations, 
there  are  five  rooms  devoted  to  our  library,  and  eleven 
rooms  for  the  use  of  the  Conservatory  of  Music. 
The  Power  House  is  61  by  57  feet  and  has  two  large 
boilers  and  two  small  engines  which  operate  the  Web- 
ster system  of  heating  by  which  all  the  buildings  are 
warmed.  There  is  capacity  for  heating  more  buildings 
than  we  now  have.  On  the  second  floor  of  the  Power 
House  are  the  residence  rooms  of  the  engineer.  Along- 
side is  the  biological  greenhouse  and  conservatory. 
These  buildings  have  a  total  frontage  on  the  Quadran- 
gle of  382  feet.  The  Quadrangle  is  889  feet  long 
and  120  feet  wide.  On  its  two  sides  are  1760  feet 
of  building  line. 

Stewart  Chapel  will  be  finished,  according  to  con- 
tract, October  15th  and  dedicated  October  19th,  with 
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imposing  services.  Many  distinguished  men  have 
promised  definitely  to  be  present  on  that  auspicious 
occasion.  Among  them  may  be  named  Stated  Clerk, 
Wm.  H.  Roberts,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  Ex-Moderators  James 
A.  Moffat,  D.D.,  LL.D.,  Samuel  J.  Niccolls,  D.D., 
LL.D.,  Samuel  M.  Templeton,  D.D.,  Judge  Edward 
E.  Beard,  and  others.  Governor  Joseph  W.  Folk  and 
various  distinguished  judges ;  President  Jesse  and 
Chancellor  Chaplin  among  educators,  and  Jas.  H. 
Snowden,  D.D.,  and  Walter  Williams  among  editors. 

In  view  of  what  is  recited  above,  the  Board  of  Trus- 
tees of  Missouri  Valley  College  feel  that  with  its  bet- 
ter equipment  the  institution  is  entering  upon  a  wider 
career  with  an  increased  constituency  as  a  result  of 
union,  and  with  good  cheer  in  the  hearts  of  all  our 
friends  and  patrons. 

For  a  more  detailed  exhibit  of  the  work  and  re- 
sources of  Missouri  Valley  College,  we  refer  to  the 
Report  of  the  Treasurer,  George  H.  Althouse,  which 
is  a  part  of  this  report,  and  to  the  Annual  Register  of 
1906,  which  is  submitted  herewith. 

From  the  report  of  the  treasurer,  you  will  learn  that 
our  regular  income  last  year  was  $21,359.62.  This 
does  not  include  any  of  the  money  collected  under  the 
Stewart  Proposition  ($87,068.97).  Our  operating  ex- 
penses were  $20,085.63,  leaving  a  small  balance  of 
$1,273.99  i^  the  treasury.     Our  total  assets  are  esti- 
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mated  conservatively  at  $370,435.05.  Of  this  amount 
$180,420.08  is  productive  endowment.  This  estimates 
that  $40,000.00  will  be  added  to  the  endowment  from 
the  funds  collected  on  the  Stewart  Proposition. 

From  the  Annual  Register  you  will  learn  who  con- 
stitute the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  Faculty  and  the  Stu- 
dents. You  will  note  that  the  college  is  co-educational, 
that  240  students  were  enrolled  last  year  of  whom  33 
were  candidates  for  the  ministry. 

Inasmuch  as  this  college  is  now  yours  as  well  as 
ours,  it  is  confidently  expected  that  your  most  cordial 
support  and  co-operation  will  be  freely  bestowed  upon 
it ;  that  you  will  think  about  it  and  pray  for  it ;  that  you 
will  visit  it  and  investigate  its  claim  for  patronage 
and,  if  it  be  worthy,  seek  to  increase  its  patronage  by 
directing  attention  to  it  as  an  educational  institution 
of  merit.  It  stands  first  for  the  church  and  then  for 
the  state.    It  is  Christian  but  not  sectarian.
